GOVERNOR-ELECT PLAIsTED, Of Maine, is 


nota novice in puplic affairs. He was 
born in Jefferson, New Hampshire, on 
November 2, 1828, and was brought up 
on his father’s farm, working during the 
summer months and teaciiog school in 
winter. He finally graduated at Colby 
university in 1853, and at the Albany law 
schoo! in 1855, when he was admitted to 
the bar, and began the practice of the 
law in Bangor, Me., in 1856. He served 
in the union army throughout the war as 
colonel of the Eleventh Maine volunteers, 
and received at its close the brevet of 
major general. In 1867-68 he sat in the 
state legislature, was a delegate-at-large 
to the national republican convention of 
1868, and served as attorney general of 
the state during 1873-75. In 1874 he 
was elected to congress from the fourth 
district by about 1,000 majority, but was 
not a candidate in 1876. He leit the re- 
publican party about two years ago, and 
the late campaign doubtless opened his 
eyes fully to the real nature of the party 
that he opportunely left. He has been 
through the fire, and can be relied on to 
stand all future tests. 


Concress will be called upon next win- 
ter to give the people some form of frac- 
tional currency that can be sent by mail. 
An official of the treasury department sug- 
gests that greenbacks by issned of the 
denomination of ones and twos, which 
may be divisible into halves and quarters. 
His plan is to have the face of the note 
printed as at present. The back he 
would have divided into four sections, 
each bearing a separate obligation on the 
part of the government for its redemp- 
tion. These may be issued as they are 
called for, and may pass in their com- 
plete form until the holder finds occa- 
sion to cut them for the purposes of 
change, when their tendency will be to- 
ward the treasury for redemption as 
mutilated currency. By an order of the 
treasurer, issued by Mr. Spinner, the 
regular greenbacks now current are re- 
deemable when cut in two or more 
pieces, the amount being proportionate 
to the size of the pieces presented, If 
congress should authorize the adoption 
of the proposition, it would merely le- 
galize that long-standing practice. But 
the better opinion is that congress will 
authorize the post-office to issue orders 
for ten and twenty-five cents for sale at 
a charge of one cent each above the face 
value. The plan would give the post- 
office a fair revenue and be a great pub- 
lic convenience.

After Mr. McCoy was through, Hon. Alleu Fort 
attempted a reply, but the darkies were not for 
Norwood, and did not care about hearing any- 
thing in bis favor. McCoy had tickled their fancy 
and pleased them, and they were reacy to go 
home. They had much respect for Allen Fort, 
and would vete for him every time, but they were 
going to vote for Colquitt, certain. 

A TRADITION OF PINE MOUNTAIN, 
Columbus Times. 

It is a fact well known to men now living that 
in former years the settlers in Harris county about 
Pine mountain got the lead they used for mou)d- 
ing bullets from some place on the mouutain. 
In these latter years no une seems to kuow of the 
spot from which it was obtained. It might be 
worth looking up. A gvod lead mine would be a 
valuable discovery. ‘The ore found forty or fifty 
years ago must have been taken from or very 
near the surface, and it was said to be very tine— 
perhaps ninety per cent of lead.

General Gordon and Rev. D. E. Butler. 
Milledgeville Union and Recorder. 


So many misstatements have gone abroad 
in relation to au unpleasant disagreement 
between General Gordon and Rey. I) E 
Butler, in the discussion in this city, that 
we publish the following from a gentleman 
who was present on the stand at the time, 
which may be accepted as a truthful ac- 
count of the whole difficulty. 

In the course of the joint debate between 
these gentlemen on Saturday, 4th instant, 
an uniortunate issue arose productive at the 
time of a good dea! of feeling. 

General Gordon in his speech charged 
that a large proportion of the opposition to 
Governor Colquitt arose from disappointed 
aspirants. Mr. Butler in his reply denied 
this charge, and turning to Genera! Gordon 
remarked quite excite: ily, “Tburlitin vour 
teeth.”” Mr. Butler immedi ately proceeded 
io assert that during General Gordon’s 
term as senator, ‘ask before its close, an 
anomalous spectacie was presented in the 
United States senate, in this, that Georgia 
was at one and the same. time represented 
by three senators on the floor of the senate 

and that the attention of the senate was 
directed to the strange condition of. affairs 
by some senator, whose name he(Mr. 5b ) 
iad forgotten. He was proceeding to dwel! 
ipon this fact as indicating suspicions in 
he manner of Brown’s appointment, using 
hese words, ‘‘Feliow-citizens, would this 
have excited your suspicion?’ when 
Senator Gordon arose (as he bad a right to 
i» by special agreement for the correction 
f fac:s), and said ‘that he could not suffer 
iimself to be wisrepresented before Lis 

veople as to auy of bis oflicial acts, and that 
he was surprised at such a statement made 
by Mr. Butler, for Mr. Butler ought to know 
that that statement was not true in fact’’ 
Mr. Butler turned excitedly to General 
Gordon, and bringing his right hand down 
violently in the palm of the left, said with 
great excitement, ‘But it is true.’’ General 
Gordon, with em phasis, but coolly replied: 

“Sir, it is false.’’ Mr. Butler called out, 

“Sir. take your seat,’ whereupon General 
Gordon replied: ‘{ will not take my seat 
and allow my official acts to be wmisre- 
presented by any man, especially a dis- 
appointed office-seeker like yourself.’’ Mr. 

Butler replied, ‘ ‘produce the proof.” Gen 

eral Gordon answered, “‘the proof is that I 
myself endeavored to obtain an office for 
you from Governor Colquitt, at your solici- 
tatio:.”” Mr. Butler asked, ‘what oftice?”’ 
General Gordon said, ‘‘that of railroad com- 
missioner.” (eneral Gordon then went on 
to explain that he did not hold his office as 
senator’ one moment after his successor 
was elected and qualified, and took his 
seat. Mr. Butler proceeded with his speech, 
admitting that General Gordon’s charges 
were true and thought that he had been 
very badiv treated by Governor C, and 
bad aright to have bad feelings toward 
him. And as he closed, General Gordon 
approached him on the stand and said: 

‘Mr. Butler, I desire no feeling in this mat- 
ter. I think we each owe the other an 
apology.” Mr. Butler replied very excited- 
lv: “bir, 1 owe you no apology, and this 
must not occur again.’”” General Gordon 
said soothingly (on the principle of a quiet 
answer, etc ,) “we must have no feeling, and 
if you think I owe you an apology, I will 
make it, for I am sorry it happened.” 

The parties then left the stand and after- 
wards at the hotel, as General (rordon was 
leaving, Mr. Butler came and shook hands 
with him, and General Gordon said that he 
thought Mr. Butler was making a personal 
attack upon his integrity which Mr. Butler 
disclaimed, and the gentlemen parted on 
friendly terms, with a bearty shake of the 
hand.

The New Const Line. 

The following synopsis of the causes that 
led to the creation of the new coast line 
combination, and of the aims it hopes to 
accomplish, fairly presents the situation: 

Changes of ownership of the stock of | 
some of the lines immediately at interest | 
baving occurred during the past year, set- 
tlement of issues became more posible 
than formerly and the idea of co-operative 
trafic management advanced by gentle- 
men most largely interested found favor— 
general theories on the question took shape 
and the interests of the varivus seaports 
embraced inthe area of the system, the 
local interests of each section and also the 
necessity for perfect through lines ef com- 
munication that should nut benefit one 
route at the expense of another being kept 
in view, negotiation was commenced, and, 
for tbe purpose of perfect development and 
formulation, committed to two officials of , 
the lines most vitally interested—the Pied- 
mont Air-Line and the Atlanta Coast Line | 
—viz, Colonel T. M. R. Talcottand A. Pope. | 

These gentlemen perfected an agreement | 
that was believed capable of satisfactory op- ' 
eration, and covered the system of railways 
exiending on the one haud from Richmond | 
to Augusia via Charlotte, with its connec- 
tions at Burkeville, Danville, Greensboro, | 
Charlotie and Columbia, and on the other: 
hand from Richmond to Charieston, em- | 
bracing its connections at Petersburg, Wel- 
don, Goldsboro, Fiorence and Colum pia. 

The agreement received the co-operation 
of thesystem of roads from Portsmeuth tuo 
Hamiet, known asthe ‘‘Seabvard Air Line,”’ 
and it became therefore entirely practica- 
ble to continue the traffic of the larze area ' 
of territory is volved in its usual Cuanneis 
without disturbing influences. This agree- | 
ment took effect Seprember 15th, and so 
thoroughly has aii its machinery teen ad- 
justed and its checks and balatces provided 
ibat no single commercial Interest of any 
degree will be incom mode d or deprecieted. 
[tis to the interest of those directing its 
operations to faithfully obey its mandates, 
which are, generally, reduction of expenses, 
absolute maintenance of rates, respect for 
the commercial needs of each important 
common center, andas aconsequence peace 
in all directions. 

It is believed that with this common 
management there will follow great perfec- 
tion of methods of passenger transportation 
that will Jargely increase overland travel 
between the :.orch, south and southwest; 
and itis the desire of the management to 
devise such intelligent and systematic 
methods for attracting immigration to all 
parts of the states their lines traverse as 
will speedily show practical results. 

In the matter of the relations this combi- 
nation will bear to transportation lines in 
Georgia and the south generally, a large 
majority of its members being also mem- 
bers of the Southern railway and steamship 
axsociation, respect will necessarily be had 
for the agreements and settlements govern: 
ing that body. 

While it is trne that by the concentra- 
tion of transportation power in this 
form, the opportunity to in- 
crease rates is improved, yet is 
equally true that the territory that 
these lines traverse in a great measure, 
capable of protection against excessive tolls 
by the advantages of its geographical posi- 
tion which embraces the seaports of 
Norfolk, West Point, Richmond, Va., 
Morehead City, Newbern, Wilmington, N. 
C., and Charleston, 8 C, and the inland 
water ways that lead thereto. itis safe to pre 
sume,therefore, that fair ratesof passage and 
freight, and absolute maintenance of them 
will bethe controlling idea. The combina:

organizations of the railways at interest
